TORRANCE — Torrance tax­ 
payers are $50,000 richer because 
Los Ang-eles was stopped by 
quick court actfon from selling 
the 15-acre Gardena High school 
farm during the months follow­ 
ing the adoption of the City 
Charter by which the Torrance 
School District was formed In 
1946.

The Board of Education has 
authorized Business Manager 
E. V. Ingrum to execute a grant 
deed for the property to the new 
owner, James M. Starbird and 
associates.

Starbird deposited $50,060 for 
the 15.8!> acres of Lot 62 of the 
McDonald tract, located at 2204 
Redondo Beach boulevard.

Immediately after the Charter 
election, the Los Angeles Board 
of Education took steps to sell 
the land, and was stopped in the 
same law suit which prevented 
the sale ,or removal of some 15 
bungalows on school grounds of 
the city, ownership of which Los 
Angeles claimed.

The court ruled the land and 
the bungalows belonged to the 
taxpayers of Torrance.
